Journey f s End Is 
Best Production 
Of Good Season

HEN the announcement was 
made several weeks ago that 
Cue and Curtain had chosen 
“Journey’s End” for its Anal ap- 
pearance of the season, even the 
Club’s best friends were pessimistic 
as to the result. The difficulty of 
staging the famous play, the atten- 
tion -to detail entailed in realis- 
tically presenting it, and above all, 
the mature acting that it required, 
were well known. 

On last Thursday and Friday eve- 
nings Cue and Curtain answered all 
these doubters with the greatest 
work of its history. The perfor- 
mances of the 12 men who made up 
the cast, together with Newell Lus- 
by’s setting and F)oyd Sparks’ sound 
effects, combined to create a pro- 
duction that for absolute life-like- 
ness and sheer dramatic intensity 
compared favorably with the best 
efforts of the many professional 
companies which have made the play 
such a familiar one. 

The characterisations of two men 
were impressed indelibly upon the 
minds of all those who attended by 
Leonard Stevens and Harold Stap- 
ler. 

Stevens is a familiar Agure on 
George Washington stages but noth- 
ing that he has ever done ap- 
proaches his work as the chief char- 
acter in “Journey’s End.” He made 
the shattered, war-wrecked Stan- 
hope, with his taut nerves and 
whiskey-soaked courage, seem the 
understandable and inevitable re- 
sult of w*r. 

Harold Stapler's personal triumph 
was a rather surprising one, for his 
part was relatively small, without 
any opportunity for dramatic Are- 
works. He accomplished it by his 
quiet and Intelligent acting, his deep 
resonant voice, and his new and un- 
usual footlight personality. I shall 
always remember the elderly school- 
master, sitting in a dugout Afty 
yards behind the front line trenches, 
trying to forget the war going on 
/ around him by reading Alice in 
Wonderland. 

Walter Pick, in the sympathetic 
role of young Raleigh, lived up to 

the great thingi that are now ex- 
pected of him. He was really splen- 
did and, incidentally, was the pos- 
sessor of the best and most con- 
sistent British accent in the cast. 

Too much cannot be said about the 
excellence of Miss Constance Connor 
Brown’s directing. After all, she 
was dealing with inexperienced 
young people, and the fact that to 
polished and well balanced a pro- 
duction was the result is an indi- 
vidual achievement. 

Lack of space forbids a further 
detailing of the characters. They 
were all uniformly good. Mention

The University recognises a con- 
tinuing duty toward its graduates, 
which it seeks to fulfill through its 
alumni program. This program is 
one which calls for enlargement, and 
toward this end the alumni organi- 
zations and the University adminis- 
tration are working together. Each 
graduate should promote the growth 
of that program by throwing his 
support behind it. 

No leas should the alumnus rec- 
ognize his duty toward the Univer- 
sity. There are many intangible 
ways in which the graduate may 
serve the institution — by demon- 
strating pride in its achievements 
and determination to forward its 
progress; by maintaining an in- 
formed and constructive interest in 
Its significant activities; by inform- 
ing others concerning those activi- 
ties.
